PEEP IN

The iilawarra Mercury 
poster said it all the morning 
after South Coast United 
won the 1964 Sydney 
grand final before a record 
crowd of 30,000 at the 
Sydney Sportsground — It 
read simply “South Coast 
United you beauty”. 

It was the greatest

moment of South Coast 
soccer history . . . United started the game 
as underdogs but thrashed the star- 
studded Apia 4-0. 

After the final whistle thousands of 
United fans invaded the field to carry their 
heroes off. 

In the match report the Mercury said 
United turned on a devastating display of 
teamwork allied with superb fitness”. 

The report added it was probably the 
best display of sheer teamwork ever seen 
in a grand final. 


The architect of the team's success was 
undoubtedly player-coach Jim Kelly, the 
former Blackpool wing-half. 

He brought his own touch of profes- 
sionalism to South Coast soccer and no 
man has ever made such an impact in such 
a short time. 


Many supporters went to the ground on- 
ly to be locked out well before the kick-off 
but they stayed outside to listen to the roar 
of the crowd. 

There was plenty of roaring and it all 
came from the United fans. 

The United team that day was: W. Bill- 
ington, B. Salisbury, A. Ringland, J. Kelly, 
J. Harris, M. Tolson, B. Harris, M 
Johnson, J. Brownlee, G. Bamett and Den- 
nis Paterson. 

It took the Coast team just three minutes 
to hit the front, Brownlee driving home a 
25m drive that gave Apia goalkeeper In- 
gelsias no chance. 

Four minutes late the United fans were 
in raptures as Brownlee passed to Johnson 
and the inside-forward made no mistake 
from close range. 


It was 2-0 after just seven minutes and 
the big names in the Apia line-up appeared 
stunned by these developments. 


There was more to come because in the 
14th minute Brownlee switched play to 
Barnett, who drew centre-half Joe Marston 
before slipping a perfect pass to the ever- 
alert Johnson. 


The current Wollongong United coach 
made no mistake and even though the 
game was only 14 minutes old some Apia 
supporters were heading for the gate. 


United enjoyed a feast of possession in 
the middle of the field giving their forwards 
every chance to add to the score but the 
Apia frontrunners were hardly sighted 


Both Johnson and Brownlee went 
desperately close as United stormed back 
towards a shaky and disorganised Apia 
defence. 


After 64 minutes right winger Bernie 
Harris, always a favourite with the crowd, 
had his moment of glory. 


He cut in from his wing like a streak of 
lightning, rounded three Apia defenders as 
if they were glued to the spot and smashed 
home a great goal. 


It was to be Harris’ last game with the 
club because he returned to England and 
he certainly went out in style 


Of the 11 players in the team that day, 
six still live in the Wollongong district and 
Johnson coaches here but lives at Miranda. 


ONE DAY BILLY WANTS 


TO FORGET 
HE PLAYED 


Billy Wright is one of the greats of British 
soccer but there was one game in his i 
lustrious career he wants to forget — the 
day the pupils caned the master at 
Wembley Stadium. 

it was in 1954 when the Hungarians 
caused the upset of the decade beating 
England 6-3 on their own soil. 

Previously England has been recognis- 
ed masters of European soccer but 
Puskas, Hidiguti and company started a 
slide from power that rocked the soccer 
world. 

Soon after Wright was again in the 
England shirt as England played a return 
match against the Maygars and this time he 
watched seven goals go in to the England 
net. 

It wasn't always like that for the Wolves 
wing-half, he had some great moments with 
his club and country. 

Writing in a recent isssue of FA 
Today,Wright said he never imagined he 
would go so far when he was a wide-eyed 
boy at Molyneux before the war. 

He joined the club on the ground staff in 
1938 as a centre-forward but spent more 
time cleaning the boots of the senior 
players. 

Despite being unable to score many 
goals, he made it in to the first team simply 
because the older players were called up 
to go to war. 

After the war and a season on loan to 
Leicester, Wright broke an ankle and doc- 
tors told him his career could be over 

“Amazingly | was back playing 14 weeks 
later but it was another four years before | 
became a defender — being switched to 
wing-half,"" he said. 

“My first international was against 
Belaium at Wembley in 1945 and we won 
2-0 with Matthews, Carter, Lawton, Man- 
nion and Finney making up the forward 
line.” 

Wolves won the Cup in 1949, beating 
Leicester 3-1 and went on to win the first 
division title three times in the 50's. 

Wolves, by this time being captained by 


Wright, were the pioneers in to European 
soccer, playing games against the likes of 
Moscow Spartak, Moscow Dynamo and 
Honved of Hungary 

These games captured the imagination 
of the English soccer public but the team's 
greatest triumph was a 2-2 draw with the 
all-conquering Real Madrid in Spain. 

Wright regards 1959 as a special year 
— Wolves won the championship, he won 
his 100th cap for England, he and his wife 
Joy had their first child and he was awarded 
the CBE for services to soccer. 

(On present-day football, Wright says he 
is certain he enjoyed his game a lot more

than players do now. “Close attention to 
tactics takes away the need for flair and 
skills,” he said. 

Now the head of outside broadcasts 
with a TV company, Wright Is still closely 
associated with the game. 

He played his last league game for 
Wolves in 1959, ending a magnificent 
career in which he stayed with the one club 
and was outstanding for his country. 

Billy Wright's story won't be repeated 
very often in the future — if a player ever 
stayed with one club so long these days he 
would be regarded as very unusual.
